A year-long drought, climaxing 


eight years of crop failures, had 
brought the people of the region

Chang said, and the only hope of 
relief was early rain. 


Returning to the old 
capital, 


Chang told the United Press: 


"I drove 150 miles through the 


worst affected areas in western 
Honan. The people seemed at the 
end of their resources and condi- 
tions will become steadily worse 
from now on."

The ruins of the school had been 


cleared completely, the last pile of 
debris had been thoroughly check- 
ed, and Col. Clarence Parker, ruler 
of the school grounds and its vi- 
cinity under martial law, placed 
the number of dead at 425. Only a 
census of the migratory workers 
will establish the precise number 
of dead. Some bodies were man- 
gled beyond any possibility of iden- 
Lification, and ttiere were a num- 
ber of bodies left—it was Impos- 
sible to decide how many entitles 
they once composed. 


48 Still in Hospital 


Of the 125 injured, 48 remained 


in hospitals today .Eight were in 
critical condition but physicians 
expect almost if not all of them 
to recover. Gradually, tho hospi- 
tals were releasing more children 
with bandaged heads, and arms in 
slings, who walked the streets, liv- 
ing symbols of the tragedy. 


The task of the experts was un- 


dramatic but of importance. They 
hoped to establish the exact reas- 
on why the natural gas accumula- 
ted in the building's sub base- 
ment exploded with enough force 
to demolish all its walls and dump 
Its three floors and roof on top of 
the other.

Jones of Pittsburgh, an expert on 
gas surface explosions, and three 
experts of the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines, D. J. Parker, Salt 
Lake City, H. B. Hill and Gustave 
Wade of Dallas.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Warn- 


ing that the failure of the building 
industry to construct enough small 
inexpensive houses to supply the 
demand will result in ''overbuying" 
and its accompanying evils, the 
Federal Housing Administration 
reaffirmed today its endorsement 
of the small-house demonstration 
program 
recently 
launched 
by 


various elements of the building 
industry. 


Administration officials pointed 


out that in many cities builders 
are concentrating on the construc- 
tion of the more expensive type of 
houses, failing to build a sufficient 
number of- small dwelling units. 
Continuance of such a policy may 
result either in overbuying or the 
| postponement of home purchase by 
thousands of families who are now 
desirous of owning homes. 


Too Many Houses 


One of the reasons for the seri- 


ousness of the real estate crash of 
1930 was the overproduction rf 
homes in the higher-priced ranges 
which found their way into the 
hands of families unable to afford 


! them, according 
to the Federal 


Housing Administration. 


! 
Unless steps are taken to supply 


; the type of houses which the pub- 


I lie can afford to buy, this same 


j situation may appear again, result- 
ing in another crash of 
serious 


proportions. 


It was pointed out that while 


there is an enormous demand for 
small houses, builders must not 
fait to build houses in the more 
expensive brackets. Concentration 


i on inexpensive houses to the exclu- 


j sion of larger houses would seri- 


1 ously handicap the recovery of the 


I building industry. 


Many Types 


The building' of any one type of 


house to the exclusion of any other 
is dangerous for the building in- 
dustry, particularly in a period of 
expanding activity. The industry 
| must be ready to supply houses to 
every class of buyer, if it is to 
make the most of its opportunities. 


In one city in New York State 


the building industry has 
found 


that concentration on the medium- 
priced field to the exclusion of all 
other classes is as unsatisfactory 
as the building of only expensive 
houses. 
In this instance 90 per 


cent of the houses built during 
one year were priced at between 
$5,000 and $6,000.
